SENATE ABANDONS 
FARM BILL TO PASS 
ARMY AIR MEASURE 


Senator Blease Attacks 
Senate for Failure To 
Act on McNary Corn 
Belt Bill. 


Washington, June 2.—(#)—The 
senate was forced to devote two hours 
today to farm relief legislation, but 
republican leaders finally bad their 
way and sidetracked that bill long 
enough to pass the army aircraft 
five-year-building program. 


Taking advantage of the " parlia- 
mentary situation, Senator’ Blease, 
democrat, South Carolina, refused 


early in the afternoon to agree to 
unanimous consent for the temporary 
| laying aside of the farm bill for the 
aircraft measure as had been done 
yesterday after the former had been 
made the unfinished business of the 
senate. 

This made it necessary for Senator 
McNary, republican, Oregon, in 
charge of the cooperative marketing 
corn belt bill, to begin his opening 
statement on that measure. After he 
had proceeded for two hours amid nu- 
merous interruptions, Senator Norris, 
republican, Nebraska, called attention 
to the fatigue of the Oregon senator, 
and the senate agreed to proceed with 
the aircraft measure, 

Blease Withdraws Objection. 

In asking that the original program 
of the majority leaders be carried out, 
Senator Bingham, republican, Connec- 
ticut, explained that Senator Blease, 
who was not then present, had agreed 
objection against 
sidetracking farm relief, 

Senator Blease’s protest against 
putting aside the farm measure was 
voiced after the democratic leader, 


Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, and 
Seriator La Follette, republican, Wis- 
consin, had expressed doybt as to 
whether there was a sincere purpose 
tc put through a real farm measure 
at this session. 
To a plea of Senator Bingham that 
the air bill was a measure of nation- 
al defense, the fiery South Carolinian 
replied that when the United States 
adhered to the world court there was 
a promise of no more wars and that 
consequently additional airplanes 
were not needed. 
The bill would authorize an addi- 
tion of 403 officers in the newly es- 
tablished “air corps,” an increase in 
enlisted personnel from 8,400 to ap- 
proximately 15,000 whenever congress 
provides the necessary funds, and 
construction of 1,800 planes in the 
five-year period and as many airships, 
free and captive balloons, as the secre- 
tary of war may determine to be nec- 
essary for training purposes. The 
cost is estimated at $40,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Assistant War Secretary. 
The bill also would create the of- 
fice of second assistant secretary of 
war, who would be charged with the 
supervision of the air corps and the 
coordination of its activities with oth- 
er governmental agencies. 


The senate refused to limit to the 
air cor the major general to o¢ 
chief of the air eorps, and of three 
brigadiers general to be assistant 
chiets. Senaters Nobinson, the 
democratic leader, and Tyson, dem- 
ecrat, Tennessee, insisted on tiris 
restriction, but the senate voted, 
33 to 23, to limit the appointment to 
officers of not less than 15 years of 
commissioned service and to those 
who have demonstrated by actual and 
extended service in the air corps that 
— are qualified.

Opposing Senators Claim

Washington, June 2.— (United 
News.)—The house approved the 
French debt settlement Wednesday by 
a vote of 236 to 111 and it now goes 
to the senate, where a hard fight is 
in prospect. 

Administration leaders are hopeful 
of passing the measure in the senate 
before the summer adjournment which 
is expected about the end of June. 
But the opposition which Senator Bo- 
rah, chairman of the foreign relations 
committee, is to lead creates complica- 
tions. 

For one thing, some of the oppo- 
sition senators scent a scheme by the 
administration fo rush the ratifica- 
tion through congress in order to 
strengthen the hand of Premier Bri- 
and, who is having some difficulty in 
selling the plan to his parliament. 

Opposition senators do not wish to 
be used in what they term is an ef- 
fort to influence French politics. 
Their plan is to prolong debate until 
the French parliament acts. If this 
action is not forthcoming by the time 
congress is ready to adjourn, the mat- 
ter probably will be forced over until 
December. 

The French settlement cells for 
payment of a total amoun: of $6,847,- 
000,000 on an original loan of $3,- 
340,000,000, according to the figures 
of treasury actuaries. These pay- 
ments begin at $30,000,000 a year 
and increase in amount until the final 
installment is paid in 62 years.

“The extraordinary events of this 
general assembly will awaken the 
great number of our chureh who think 
that all is well with the Presbyterian 
church and will unite in solid ranks 
all those who are determined to stand 
for our precious and blood bought in- 
heritance.”’ 

Dr. Keigwin, chairman of the as- 
sembly’s committee on overtures, 
which recommended the action taken 
‘by the assemly, said Dr. Macartney 
must have spoken in excitement and 
“entirely misinterpreted the facts.’’ 

“Far from being the result of any 
coalition,” he said, “The actions of

THE SWEETSER VIGTORY. 

In reviewing Sweetser’s fine golf 
victory in England over our own 
Bobby Jones The New York Times 
points out the great disadvantage 
an American team has on an Eng- 
lish course—not because of unfa- 
miliarity with the courses, as is so 
often pointed out, but because of 
the few pitted against the many. 
It is a handicap that only real golf- 
ers can fully appreciate but such a 
formidable one that the winning of 
a British championship by an Amer- 
ican on British links becomes a most 
extraordinary feat. Says The Times: 

“The British advantage lay in hav- 
ing a great reserve out of which at 
any moment might come forth a 
player to fame unknown who would 
rise to great heights in a single duy’s 
play. Such was the man who beat 
Bobby Jones. Thereafter he promptly 
disappeared, ax is customary in golf 
tournaments with the player who 
kills off a champion by unexpected 
prowess, only to exhaust himself in 
the act, and to see his game at once 
drop below its normal.” 

This is unmistakable. Skilled 
players recognize most the vicissi- 
tudes of temperamént, accident, 
nerves—and the pressure of the 
overpowering “gallery” as well as 
reserve, There is no questioning 
that the element of luck enters— 
and sometimes decisively —into the 
winning of a championship. The 
Times continues: 

“No praise seems too high for the 
courage and skill displayed by Mr. 
Sweetser in fighting his way to the 
finals of the British championship 
and then to the title, but he would 
doubtless b@ the first to admit that 
good fortune had much to do with 
his being the one of the few to 
emerge triumphant against the many.”

Editor Constitution: As the time 
approaches for the biennial electiuns, 
as usual, candidates are secking for 
“issues” as planks of a platform: upon 
which to get in on. :A retrospect will 
shew the election of two governors 
upon the main issue of the abolition 
of the equalization law, and yet it 
stands today unrepealed.

‘Man Should Live 
|About 125 Years, 


Says Dr. Goudise 


Dr. C. Houston Goudise is devot- 
ing his time in trying to get Ameri- 
eans to postpone their funerals. He 
says a man. should live about 125 
years and that food is the first con- 
sideration in his physical life. 

Dr. Goudise, who arrived in At- 
lanta Tuesday to confer with a num- 
ber of Atlaatans on the subject of 
health, is editor of ‘The Forecast,” a 
publication printed in New York and 


devoted to subjects pertaining to the 
food, exercise and health of man. He 
is one of the country’s best known 
experts on the subject and has spent 
many years in careful study and ex- 
perimentation. He will be in Atlanta 
for several days and is stopping at 
the Biltmore hotel. 

“Three seore and ten, so far as I 
am coneerned, is too short a life,” 
Dr. Goudise told a Constitution re- 
porter Wednesday night. ‘The aver- 
age length of life has been rapidly 
increasing in recent years. During the 
dark ages the average length of life 
was about 19 years, in 1800 it was 
33, in 1865 it rose to 40 and now it 
is about 58. 

“Man should live about 125 years 
if he gets the proper strrt in life 
with proper food. Man’s food should 
be his first consideration. The life 
of other animals may give us a tip 
on this point. Other animals live 


| about ‘five times as long as it takes 


them to mature, as determined by 
the formation of the bones. A man 
is mature at about 25 years of age, 
and at the same rate should live about 
125 years. 

Ne Limit te Life. 


“Really there is no actual limit to 
the life span. There is no underlying, 
complete, necessary reason for death. 
Scientists tell us that death is always 

by poison, injury or the failing 
of a substance necessary to life. That 
substance may be the lack of proper 
food or the proper combination of 
foods or the lack of the newest dis- 
coveries in foods, vitamins which are 
so necessary to norma! health.

“It is in reality a new health so- 
ciety formed by leaders of medical 
and scientific thought in order to im- 
prove the health, vigor and happiness 
of the community for the prevention 
of diseases which are incident to civili- 
zation.

tion of April, 1925, which was above 
the average by several degrees, reg- 
istered the same temperatures. A us- 


ual summer followed. the -spring . of 
1924, while the most unusual weather 
in the history of. Atlanta came along 
in the summer of 1925. Jt is impos- 
sible to determine, it ‘is pointed out, 
just what is going to happem 
Everybody remembers what happen- 
ed last summer. Taking the months 


of March, April and May of 1925— 


the highest temperature in March was 
$1 degrees; the lowest was 18 de- 
grees; rainfall measured 2.10 inches; 
there were two light frosts and three 
killing frosts; three thunderstorms 
and 284 hours of sunshine. For April 
—the highest temperature was 93 de- 
grees; the lowest 39 degrees; rain- 
fall was 2.46 inches; one light frost 
was recorded; three thunderstorms 
and there were 274 hours of sun- 
shine. ‘ For May—the highest temper- 
ature was 91 degrees; the lowest 42 
degrees; rainfall slumped to 1.09 
inches; there were no frcests; seven 
thunderstorms and 284 hours of sun- 
shine, 
Records for Summer, 1925. 


The sort of spring described in the 
foregoing paragraph was followed by 
this sort of weather: June—the high- 
est temperature was 97 degrees; the 
lowest 66 degrees; rainfall, 2.43 
inches; there were 10 thundershowers 
and 309 hours of sunshine. During 
this month the mercury went to or 
above 90 degrees 15 times and above

There were 27 days in 
September on which either no rain 
fell at all or precipitation was too 
little to measure.
